For Better 
Relations 

There is a definite atmosphere 
in Washington favoring pacifica- 
tion of our relations with Russia. 
For weeks there have been symp- 
toms of it in the press. Mr. Wal- 
lace’s progress on the basis of his 
peace appeals is a weather vane; 
the Federal Council of Churches’ 
stand is another. Some remarks of 
Senator Taft are another. And 
none other than Winston Church- 
ill suggested way back in Janu- 
ary that an attempt should be 
made at pacification through nor- 
mal diplomatic channels, 

As a matter of fact, a little sec 
ret diplomacy at this time would 
not be a bad idea, provided it 
were exercised toward absolutely 
clear objectives. These objectives, 
it seems to me, ought to envisage 
—for the Russians: 

1. Protection in the Black Sea 
area, access to Middle Eastern oil 
on absolutely fair terms, and 
economic aid in reconstruction— 
but only for the complete libera- 
tion of all of Europe. 

2. The dissolution of all military 
alliances in Europe with external 
powers. 

3. The neutralization of Europe 
with the abolition of military in- 
stallations in Germany (but 
otherwise with Germany remain- 
ing in Europe.) 

4. The issue of whether there 
should be a centralized German 
state left up to Germany's Euro- 
pean neighbors 


5. The Europeanizing of the 
Ruhr 
6. A mutual-aid pact between 


Russia and the United States in 
of aggression against the 
former; and a positive guarantee 
to Europe that any aggression by 
Russia against Europe—in terms 
clearly defined—would be regard- 
ed by the United States as a 
casus belli.
